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FCC Docket 10237 - \JHY* 


Since the appearance of FCC Docket 10237 on July 29, which concerns 
calling and answering frequencies, a great deal of misunderstanding has exist- 
ed in the ranks of the amateurs relative to the proposed 12.112. 


Many have read the new Docket as requiring all calling and answering in 
these segments. Such was never intended and if the present wording is de- 
fective it will, of course, be cleared up before any final enactment. That 
part of the amateur barids not concerned with calling and answering frequen- 
cies will be unaffected. 


The greatest misconception of the use of the calling and answering seg- 
ments seems to exist relative to their purpose. These segments are primarily 
for calling and answering for emergency use. But the new rule doesn't say 
that $!! How in the world can anyone come out with the statement that these 
segments are primarily for emergency use when no where in the rule does it 
say so? 


Let us suppose you are introducing one of your friends to amateur radio. 
You tell him about the DX, the number of countries you've worked, the traffic 
nets, the various state nets, the technical developments, single sideband, 
radio teletype, UHF work, etc., etc. He is very much impressed with the tre- 
mendous amount of communication existing on the amateur bands. Then he asks 
you - "\/ith all this great quantity of radio equipment and operating skill, 
is it possible for a low-powered portable station operating in an isolated 
area from a point where a devastating tornado has just visited, to make an 
instant contact and get all these amateur facilities to operating as a unit 
to bring assistance to the area"? Unfortunately the answer cannot be an un- 
qualified "yes", The low-powered portable simply cannot do this because there 
is no organization among the hams to provide such a service. You should not 
be surprised at your friend's utter astonishment that the amateur can do all 
the things you've been telling him and yet has no permanent means for calling 
when communications of an immediate and urgent nature are required as a result 
of a plane crash, train wreck, etc. 


Very well, let's fix it up so that there will be a means of establishing 
these emergency contacts, so that the radio amateur can efficiently and ex- 
peditiously handle any type of emergency. Our friend happens to thumb through 
QST and sees the list of the ARRL calling and emergency frequencies. Just the 
ticket, he says. ‘(je have to admit that no one pays any attention to those on 
the lower frequency bands and while a great many do observe the one on ten, 
there are some who refuse to cooperate here. Okay, let's ask the FCC to fix 
it up for us since we can't do it ourselves on a voluntary basis. 


Spectrum space will be needed and we're going to have to steal it from ex- 
isting use. First let's decide how much will be needed. 7 ke on 160; 10 ke 
for both phone and c.w. on 80, 40 and 20; 20 kc on 10, etc. Percentage-wise 
this will hit some bands pretty hard, but we'll go ahead. ‘‘e're not quite 
sure, anyway, that the boys will insist on continuing some of these especially 
important rag-chews in lieu of a provision for emergency calling. Now, where 
do we spot these segments? ‘Je know there are RACES allocations, so we spot 
our segments on the band edges of RAC™S when possible - on 20 and 40 there are 
no RACES so we use the ARRL' calling and emergency frequencies for these bands. 
We now have our segments spotted for our hypothetical petition to the FCC. 


sie, as 

Now, let's get down to the business of how these segments are to be used. 
Boy! do we run into complications? The FCC has already used the word emer- 
gency to indicate a wide area so we can't use that word without qualifying 
adjectives. We try to put down on paper, words that will describe a local 
emergency such as a bad automobile accident, upset boats, etc., and find out 
it simply cannot be done without words and words and words and even then it 
is quite full of loopholes. But waiti there's an easier way. ‘/e will let 
all types of calling exist on these frequencies except, of course, general 
CQ's. Calling and answering segments are not efficient for general contacts 
so after the hams have tried these segments and found out their capabilities, 
all that will be left are those calls of a special and emergency nature. 
Thus, by allowing all types of calls, we end up with just what we wanted —- 
calling and answering segments for special and local emergency calling. 
That's why the primary use of the segments will be for local emergency calls 
even though the proposed rule doesn't say so. 


To finalize our imaginary proposal to the FCC we should place a limit on 
the use of the segment by specifying what types of calls are allowed, their 
length and composition. 


Now having done all this to fix up the amateur bands on an FCC 
basis so that the mobiles, portables and low-powered stations will be able 
to make an instant contact whether they are in trouble themselves or if they 
observe an incident where immediate assistance is required, we look at the 
wording we have on the paper. Lo and behold! it's practically identical to 
the proposed 12.112 of Docket 10237. 


Now it's up to us to decide whether we are in favor of, or opposed to it. 
The basic question is whether we should have compulsory calling and answering 
segments at all. If not, throw the whole thing out! If so, as it now appears 
or only on certain bands? One thing we must bear in mind. If we don't work 
a certain band, then we're not qualified to say whether a calling and answer- 
ing segment on that band is desirable or not. For instance, there have been 
amateurs who have expressed themselves as being totally opposed to this new 
rule. These amaicurs did not know that in various cities throughout the 
nation, the ARR calling and emergency fiequency of 29.640 was guarded con- 
stantly with squelch receivers and Auto-calis. These comprise an emergency 
calling system in their individual localities. No one is due to benefit more 
from these systems than the amateur himself. In fact the individual for whom 
immediate medical assistance is summoned by using these emergency calling 
systems may be the amateur himself or those riding with him in his car. ‘When 
he learns that these systems are immobilized, when skip 1s open, by stations 
operating on this frequency (either accidentally or intenticnally) and further 
realizing that, unless there is some ccntrol these emergency systems are doom— 
ed to failure in a few years when goca band conditions return, the amateur 
is quite favorable to "legislation" to perpetuate the success fil vee of these 
calling systems and to extend their use to other bands, The success of, 
these emergency calling systems depends upon the use of a controlled calling 
and answering frequency! 


Now we say, this may all be true, but why aren't there similar systems on 
other bands? The reason is that there has never been even a partially workable 
condition to maintain such a system because of Citi. If a calling and answering 
segment is made available on any band, amateurs everywhere will volunteer the 
monitoring receivers. In fact practically every amateur will keep his receiver 
on the calling and answering frequency when he's "puttering" around the place.

Are we willing, in the bands that we regularly work, to exchange the 
present communications now existing on a small portion of the band, for a 
means of making instant emergency contacts? As someone once said, "That is 
the question''. liaybe we are in agreement with the principles involved but 
feel there is a much better way to accomplish the result. Maybe 10 ke is 
too wide for c.w., perliaps 5 ke would be better. Maybe the segment should 
be located as a barrier »ciween phone and c.w, Maybe the composition of 
calls is unsuitable. There are a great many "maybe's",. The big thing, 
of course, is what we can do to answer an emphatic and positive "yes" to 
our friend's embarrassing question that starved all this in the first place.
